The public service commissions and the 
judiciary of New York received a walloping 
at the hands of Frank H. Piatt, son of the 
late Senator Thomas Collier Platt, at the 
monthly dinner of the Chicago Bar associa- 
tion last night at the Midday club. Former 
Gov. Charles B. Hughes aled was the re- 
eipient of a few thrusts from the New York 
lawyer. The subject of the speech was 
New Legislation: Its Cost and Efficiency,” 
and Mr. Platt holds « doleful view of men 
and morals, according to his closing words, 

It is common talk,” said he, that there 
ig lees truth and honesty in the people of this 
country today than ever before. Certainly 
there is enough dishonesty and insincerity, 
How can we expect our boys to be honest if 
we countenance insincerity in our lawe?”’ 


Blames Judges for Delay.

“For many years before 1007 there had 
been a railroad commiasion of three men in 
New York which did its work justly and 
well. But at that time we had an energetic 
governor who was an active candidate for 
the presidency (Hughes), who substituted 
two public service commiasiona, one for New 
York City and the other for the remainder 
of the state. ere were five members of 
each body at salaries of $15,000 each: The 
sa.ary was placed high, it was announced, to 
attract expert railroad men and diecourage 
p Aten. It failed in both instances. 

“These commissions have been in power 
seven years. On their pay rolle are 1,000 
engineers, more than Col. Goethals ever had, 
as well as many other high salaried men. 
Their present expenses are between two and

FEDERAL RESERVE DIRECTORS. 
Chicago bankers and business men should 

do actively helpful, so far as may be proper, 
in insuring the election and appointment 
of the right men for membership on the 
board of directors of the federal reserve 
bank and branches whose headquarters are 
to be in Chicago. The board will consist 
of nine members, six to be elected by the 
banks of the federal reserve district and 
three to be appointed by the federal reserve 
board at Washington. 

The location of the headquarters of the 
bank at Chicago is dictated as a matter of 
Business expediency and convenience.’ But 
the entire middie west district which the 
bank is to serve should realize the impor- 
tance of the opportunity now at hand for 
making the bank a distinctly impressive and 
powerfal one, representing the highest de- 
gree of banking efficiency and usefulness 
te the district. The business, and there- 
fore general, welfare of the people in at 
least ten middle west states will be pro- 
moted or retarded according to the char- 

acter of the institution. A properly con- 
@ucted reserve bank with adequate capital 
and deposits, such as the Chicago district 
bank will have, will make for stability of 
interest rates and ability to accommodate 
and develop worthy enterprises and make 
the territory thus served a desirable one in 
which to engage in business activities. 
by bank managers of mediocre ability or

The federal reserve board will appoint 
the last three members of the directory, and 
two of these must be of tested banking ex- 
perience, but without, when appointed, any 
banking affiliations. One of the three is to 
be designated as chairman of the beard of 
directors, and will have the additional title 
of federal reserve agent, who must be se- 
lected from this district, and the position is 
one for mature judgment and large experi- 
ence, in addition to the qualities which 

will inspire confidence and good will on the 
past of other members of the board and the 
federal reserve board at Washington. 

It is none too soon to take seriously the 
question of the personne! of the federal re- 
serve bank.

]| PRESIDENT SEEKS 


A 70 BUSINESS 


Pen deere Held by Wil- 
son to Facilitate Re- 
Fival of Trade. 


WANTS RATES DECISION, 
Talks with McReynolds in Re- 
gard to Changes Proposed 

in Bills. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN, 
Washington. D. C., Feb. 18.—[Special.)— 
President Wilson held two important confer- 
ences today for the purpose of facilitating the 
business revival throughout the country. 
For half an hour this morning, he discussed 
the railroad rate situation and the proposed 
legislation for government supervision of fu- 


— 


misslon. 
He held a lengthy conference tonight with 
Attorney General McReynolds with reference 
to the several trust bills pending in congress. 
The president is anxious that the interstate 
commerce commission shall give an early 
decision upon the application of the railroads . 
for a 6 per cent increase in rates. If the. 
ahcwing made by the railroads justifies their 
application, he wants it to be granted. He 
realizes it is the part of wisdom to end the 
uncertainty as speedily as possible. Thier 
applies also to the passage of trust legia- 
lation. 


Changes Will Not Be Great. 

In his cenference tonight with Mr. Mo- 
Reynolds, the president went over the various 
modifications proposed in the tentative drafts 
of bills presented with his approval to the 
senate and house interstate commerce and 
judiciary committees. It was decided these 
drafts should stand without revolutionary 
modifications, although there will be no ob- 
jection to provisions tending to their im- 
provement. 

The president's interest in the matter of the 
rate advance has given rise to well detined 
reports that he favors the increase, provided 
the situation of the railroads requires it. It 
has been the understanding in political cir- 
cles for some time that Mr. Wilson is anxious 
that the increase should be allowed in the 
hope that it would strengthen business con- 
ditions. 

Chairman Clark was with the president for 
half an hour and during that time gave the 
latter his views on the testimony for and 
against the proposed increase. There is no 
disposition on the part of Mr. Clark to be oth- 
erwise than fair toward the railroads and be- 
fore closing his mind on the matter under 
consideration he intends to gather additional 
evidence relating to the present needs of the 
roads which will be affected and the condi- 
tions under which they operate. 


Will Supervise Stock Issues. 

Intimately connected with the question of 
an increase in rates is that of government 
supervision of future issues of stocks and 
bonds. Both the president and Mr. Clark 
desire legislation to this end. On account 
of the immense amount of watered stock 
issued by the roads and the necessity of 
maintaining confidence in the securities now 
outstanding, the railroads have to impose 
rates for freight and passenger traffic which 
will produce a revenue sufficient to meet 
their operating and development expenses, 
and at the same time pay dividends on the 
capital invested. 

In other words, the shippers of the coun- 
try are compelled to pay higher freight rates 
in order to enable the carriers to meet the 
obligations incurred by men guilty in the 
past of high financiering. Unfortunately, 
these obligations cannot now be disregarded 
becaupe they are held by innocent persons. 

So the attitude of Commigioner Clark and 
his associates is favorable to the principle 
of permitting the railroads to impose such 
rates as their necessities require.

It has been demonstrated to the datisfac- 
tion of some of the commissioners that the 
free service and allowances granted by the 
railroads to favored shippers constitute a 
large item of cost for walch there is no re- 
turn. It is probable the commission will in- 
sist that such concessions shall be granted 
to all shippers alike. This, would mean that 
the roads would make charges for any serv- 
ice given, and thereby increase their reve- 
nues. 
| ‘Decision Like That of Court. 

The attitude of the commission with re- 
spect to the proposed rate increase is de- 
scribed as follows: 

“The commission is a semi-judicial body, 
and will decide the question. of the rate in- 
crease just as any court'’decides questions 
of litigation. 

„The commission will decide the rate ad- 
vanes proposal absolutely on its merits. If 
the railroads show by the evidence they sub- 
mit that they are entitled to increased freight 
rates the commission has the courage to 
stand up before the country and say that 
the advance is warranted. If, on the other 
hand, the railroads cannot justify a tate 
increase, the commission has the courage to 
deny it and accept the responsibility there- 
kor.“

John MacMahon of Reid, Murdock & Co. 
presented figures showing that of the entire 
amount of sugar handled by his company in 
| the last five years only 22 per cent was pur- 
chased from the American company, He 
eaid every sugar refinery in the country ise 
represented in Chicago by a broker or a job- 
ber and that competition for the local sugar 
trade is keen. 

“ The testimony of these jobbers and deal- 
ers shows conclusively that the American 
company is far from being a monopoly in 
restraint of trade, Attorney Crawford said, 
“We have shown that there is fierce com- 
petition for the sugar trade, and that the 
defendant company manufactured only 364 
per cent of the total sugar consumption of 
the country in 1913." 


Started Four Years Ago. 

The suit wae started in the United States 
District court in New York in November, 
1910. Testimony for the government was 
taken from May, 1912, until July, 1913, when 
the prosecution finished. According to the 
government the defendant corporation has 
absorbed a large number of cane and beet 
sugar refineries which formerly were com- 
petitors.

THEFT IN PRISON 


Judge Petit Seeks Charitable 
Woman to Care for Family 
of Embeanler. 


HIS SECOND OFFENSE.

Judge Adeler J. Petit ig looking for @ 
woman in Chicago. The woman must have 
money, time, no children, and a charitable 
heart. The woman is wanted to provide for 
the care of the wife and four children of Fred 
Bell, the confessed embessler and gambler, 
who probably will be sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary next week. 

Bell embezzled $700 of his employer's 
money. He told the court that he had lost 
the money betting on a handbeok conducted 
in the saloon of Morris and Harry Sabath, 
relatives of Congressman Sabath. By order 
of Judge Petit, Morris and Harry Sabath were 
arrested on charges of running a gambling 
house. They have demanded a jury trial, 
which is set for March 10 before Judge Fake. 


Judge Moved to Tears. 

Judge Petit wept when he forced himself to 
refuge the plea of Bell for a parole. The 
confessed thief embraced his wife and chil- 
dren in the courtroom. The judge declared 
that it was the most pitiful case that had 
ever come before him. He announced that he 
will have te follow the law and send Bell 
to jail or to the penitentiary, but not until he 
has found some means of taking care of the 
man's wife and children. 

John Grogan of 6700 Wentworth avenue 
testified that Bell had worked for him asa 
collector about three years ago and had sys- 
tematically robbed him of about $100. He 
said that he had consented to Bell's release 
on parole on the man’s promise that he would 
make restitution, but that outside of $5 which 

Mrs. Bell had handed to him in court on that 
| day no reparation had been made for the 
\ crime.
